FIRE ALARM. 


A Description of the Workings 


of the Oaraewell Sys- 


tem. 


When the new fire alarm system is 


completed, there will alt'o be installed 
upon tbe tower of the engine boaie a 
large bell weighing about 800 pounds, 
which will be struck automatically by 
;he fire alarm system and Bound oat 
;he number four times of the box that 
baa been polled. This improvement 
will be greatly appreciated by 'he fire- 
men and citizens, as it will be under- 
stood the preient bell only weighs 
about 200 pounds, and the new one ia 
JOO pounds larger and can be; heard 
much farther. 


The engine bouse will be equipped 


with electric bone releases, eo that 
when the gong sounds for an alarm 
they will be released by an electro- 
mechanical device instantly, and will 
immediately take their places under 
the harness at the pole. It IB safe to 
say the driver will bare to hustle to 
M there on time to hitch them up, or 
the horses will have the laugh on him. 


An eleotro-meobanloal clock ia to be 
ooated in tbe engine house, which will 
etrike three blows on the big tower 
>ell and gongs at noonday and curfew- 
lour eaoh day. This will give as all a 
chance to set oar watches (if we have 
one), and the three taps at curfew hoar 
will remind as that it is time to go 
lome, like all good little boys and 
;irla should do. 
The most important function of the 


clock, however, is to give two general 
eats of the system eaoh day, and IB 
really an automatic tester for tbe 
lystem. 


The storage battery switchboard to 


mndle tbe system, and which will be 
ooated in the engine house, is a band- 
some piece of furniture being eon- 
itructed on elate and enclosed in a pol- 
sbed oak cabinet. This is to be lo- 
3»ted ia tbe front of the house just be- 
ween the big doors and will present a 
fine appearance and will go a long 
waya towords finishing this large room. 


The storage battery cells will be lo- 


cated in tbe cellar, where it is cool thus 


minimum evaporation is assured, 


which ia desirable. If the boys don't 
et "swelled" with all these new 
angled things, it will be a caution to 
crickets.

>oxes which will be located, an has 
ieen mentioned heretofore in the JOUR-

ary of the Interior baa approved and 
certified to the State 1,932,351 acres, 
and that selections yet unapproved 
aggregate 68,849 acres. 


This shows that the two million acre 


grant has been overdrawn to the ex 
ent of 1,200 acres, exclusive of selec- 
ions made daring the current month 
if March and not yet reported by tbe 
Jnited States Land Office of Careen 
listriot to tbe General Land Office, 
selections under tbe other land grants 
are, and for several years have been, 
depended by order of the Com mis- 
loner of tbe General Land Office. 
There are, however, over 500,000 acres 


if approved lands which have reverted 
o the State for various causes, bat
